Ransom Paid to

West Thompson, an American 
ranchman living near Mexico 
City, has paid the 1500 pesos 
ransome demanded by bandits 
for the release of his 14-year- 
old son, Philip Thompson, the 
state department was advised 
today. The Mexican authori- 
ties said they feared the ban- 
dits would murder the boy, 
u n l e s s they received the 
money.

TOBACCO IX YOLO COUNTY. 


Farmers of Yolo county are to stage at Esparto 


on August 3 a "Tobacco Day" fete. It will be the 
first celebration of the kind ever held in Cali- 
fornia. 
The experiment of tobacco growing, 


started a few years ago, has proved highly suc- 
cessful and a large number of farmers now look 
to their tobacco crop to provide the chief or an 
important part of the income from their land 
and their labors. 


Upon first consideration, it might seem to be 


cause for general satisfaction 
that California 
| land and climate is capable" of producing good 
marketable tobacco. Jt is one other example of 
the versatilitr of the soil of this State and the 


*"

extent to which native products may be depended 
upon to meet the requirements of the people. 
Lately the growing of cotton, rice, figs and dates 
on a practical basis and in quantity has been 
demonstrated. 


But in the case of tobacco it is important to 


remember the toll it exacts'of the soil. Tobacco 
has impoverished more land than any other agri- 
cultural product in the United States. In Vir- 
ginia, Kentucky and Tennessee vast areas of 
timber land have been despoiled and watersheds 
destroyed to make way for the cultivation of 
tobacco. In virgin cleared land only two crops 
are on the average possible. Then the land must 
be' planted to some other crop and revitalized. 
With unintelligent neglect of land as a cocon- 
spirator, tobacco has left a dismal trail in the 
central States—a trail of sterile clay and scrub 
oak and sassafras, veritable waste places. 


In level valley land, such as comprises the 


greater portion of Yolo county, the cultivation 
of tobacco will not have serious effect so quickly. 
But in time it will devour all the substance of 
the soil unless crop rotation and artificial fertili-

years, ago,' several newspapers and! 
magazines began a campaign agalrJf 
lockjaw and other fireworks injuries.' 
.What with the proper treatment of 
the few wounds, the sane ,celebra- 
tions, th,e use of lockjaw antitoxin at 
the time of injury, lockjaw has been 
reduced to a minimum. 


How much a part the automobile, 


has' played in this new sanitary sci- 
ence has not yet been announced. 
Yet it is more than a coincidence, 
that lockjaw has lessened all the 
year around and that tetanus bacil- 
lus, the cause of lockjaw, is known to 
abide in manure and other street dirt 
and garden earth, which the advent 
of the automobile has driven into 
limbo.

He Will Not Present "His 


' 
Side of the Case" Until He 
Knows Nature of Testimony 


That he would not present any 


evidence in his own behalf was an- 
nounced by Captain of Inspectors 
W. J. Petersen today at the opening 
of the hearing: called by Commis- 
sioner F. JT. Morse to probe charges 
brought by Phil Reilly, a local in- 
surance man, against the police of- 
ficial. 
- 
Petersen said that until he knew 


the nature of the testimony against 
him he would not present his own 
side, stating that the letter to Morse, 
in which it was charged that he 
"told men and officers' that there 
were seventeen lottery houses run- 
ning, and that these and no more 
could operate," is too general to ans- 
wer. 
"I never told anyone anything of 


the kind." said Petersen, "but I 
want to hear his witnesses, that I 
may be better able to refute his 
claims." 
The identity «of Reilly's witnesses 
was kept a secret. He was furnished 
seventeen signed summons with in- 
structions to fill in the names hirn- 
s--elf. 
EXPLAINS MEETIXG 


Petersen says that the "meetinK 


of men and officers" referred to, is 
probably that held when Petersen, 
as chief, m 1916. called the entire 
department together. 
"I raked the 


whole force over the coals at that 
time for 
conditions existing," he 


said. "I told them that I had dis- 
covered a number of places run- 
ning, and that I wanted them held 
to account. I told the men that the 
Chinese were planning to open oth- 
er places, and that this must not be 
allowed. 
And as a matter of fact 
this was true; there were several 
people planning to open houses, and 
we stopped them. 
After I left for 


France these places opened. 
"The council at that time fa\ - 


ored letting the places run and levy- 
ing fines after raids, to put money 
into the city treasury. Later I stop- 
ped thifa practice, and Commission- 
er Jackson took me to task for it, 
demanding 
that I move 
Captain 


Bock from the Central station. This 
I refused to do 
He took the mat- 


ter up with the Civil Service Board, 


i/nnd the entire matter was thrashed 
\»ut there, and I was upheld. Then 
\ iold the grand jury what had hap- 
pened. This is all on record."
